I KILLED CHRISTINA 
- SCHIZOPHRENIC 



Schoolgirl Christina Edkins - had dream of becoming a nurse Phillip Simelane - admitted manslaughter

A PARANOID schizophrenic 
has admitted killing Hale¬ 
sowen schoolgirl Christina 
Edkins by stabbing her in 
the chest as she travelled to 
school on a bus. 

Phillip Simelane has beeb ordered by a 
judge to be detained at a secure psychiatric 
hospital indefinitely. 

Homeless Simelane’s guilty plea at Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court on Wednesday cames 
as police reveal he was freed from prison 
less than three months before attacking the 
Leasowes High School pupil. 

Despite ‘warning markers’ on his police 
record and a previous threat to stab his 
mother he was not placed under any care 
following his release in December. 

Police had received 21 calls from his 
mother about his behaviour in just under 10 
years. They included criminal damage and 
rows with his siblings. 

Christina’s family, who were in court for 
the hearing, demanded answers as a 
number of internal reviews were under way. 

Mr Ryan Russell, defending, said after to 
speaking to Simelane on Tuesday he said; “I 
did not mean to kill that girl, I am ashamed 
for what happened and I wish to apologise.” 

Simelane plunged a knife, between 10 and 
12in long, into the 16-year-old as she sat on 
the top deck of the number nine bus in a 
random attack. He then casually walked 
down the stairs and stepped off at a bus stop. 

Revealed 

Mr Peter Grieves-Smith, prosecuting, 
said: “Such was the nature of the attack, 
nobody else on the upper deck realised what 
had happened until Christina reacted.” 

Passengers tried in vain to help Christina, 
of Ladywood, Birmingham. 

Mr Grieves-Smith said Simelane had been 
on the bus for two and a half hours and when 
challenged by the driver produced a valid 
travel pass. It was later revealed this did not 
belong to him and the court heard he said he 
had got on the bus to sleep and keep warm. 

Simelane, aged 23, of Walsall, pleaded 
guilty to the manslaughter of Christina on 
the grounds of diminished responsibility. 

He had been accused of murder - but the 
Crown Prosecution Service and Christina’s 


family accepted his manslaughter plea fol¬ 
lowing reports on his mental health. 

Superintendent Richard Baker said: 
“From their point of view, what the family 
want is to make sure that he’s not free to 
inflict the same kind of pain that they have 
had to go through, so regardless that some 
may see the plea on manslaughter as a more 
lenient sentence, the family certainly do not 
see it that way at all and they are satisfied 
with the outcome.” 

Police said the reason behind his attack 
will amost certainly never be known as 
under the Mental Health Act he cannot be 
questioned by officers. Police said Simelane 
had been released from prison last Decem¬ 
ber - exactly 12 weeks before he attacked 
Christina on the morning of March 7. He 
was in prison for breach of licence. 

He had a total of seven previous convic¬ 
tions and had previously served a prison 
sentence for threatening his own mother 
with a knife. He also punched a police officer 
during his arrest. On the Police National 
Computer, Simelane was listed as having 
mental health issues and being a suicide 
risk, but officers were unable to say when 


those ‘warning markers’ were added. 
Christina’s family, who were wearing 
ribbons in her favourite colour purple, ques¬ 
tioned why the court system did not make 
him the subject of a supervision order. 

Great-uncle Chris Melia said: “When this 
man was discharged from prison on Decem¬ 
ber 13, 2012, why was the recommenda¬ 
tion - made a few weeks earlier by mental 
health experts - that he be supervised after 
release whilst adjusting to life back in the 
community, not followed up?” 

Release 

Separate reviews are now being com¬ 
pleted by the police, the prison service and 
the Birmingham and Solihull Mental 
Health NHS Foundation Trust. 

Mr Melia believes Christina would still be 
alive today if Simelane had been properly 
supervised on release, claiming instead that 
he had been allowed to simply drop off the 
radar of all the relevant agencies. 

“As we understand it, it had been said by 
some mental health experts that he should 
receive some support and help or monitor¬ 
ing when back in the community and it just 


didn’t happen,” said Mr Melia. Mrs Justice 
Thirlwall told Simelane: “The reason I give 
you this order is the nature of the offence 
and the fact that it occurred when you were 
medically ill and to protect the public from 
serious crime.” 

She continued: “It is difficult to under¬ 
stand how it came about that someone with 
your level of illness should be sleeping rough 
with no-one looking after you. 

“Anyone who has sat here and listened 
and read the many statements will be dis¬ 
turbed to read that you were living in the 
community with an illness of that severity, 
living rough with no medical help or any 
other help at all.” 

Speaking to the family, she told them: 
“What shines through is that your daughter 
will always be cherished in the memories of 
family and friends and the wider world.” 

Christinahad been encouraged by her 
parents to attend a school out of Birming¬ 
ham so she could get a better education and 
pursue her dream of being a nurse. 

Headteacher Neil Shaw described her as 
‘a bright and popular student, much loved 
by staff and students’. 


Security is 
increased 
at club hit 
by arson 

EXTRA security is to be 
installed at Lye Cricket Club 
after its £230,000 pavilion 
was gutted in an arson 
attack. 

The club has announced 
restoration would begin on 
October 7 following talks 
with insurers. 

And measures, including 
the installation of CCTVJ are 
also to be put in place to safe¬ 
guard the building against 
future attacks. 

Members of the Stour¬ 
bridge Road club were left 
devastated after the pavil¬ 
ion’s interior was destroyed. 
It had been rebuilt in 2010 
following earlier attack. 

The club said thework was 
expected to take around five 
weeks to complete. 

It will be re-opened soon 
after with officials still dis¬ 
cussing if there should be a 
special celebration. 

But they said security 
measures to protect the 
restored building would be a 
priority. 

Alarms are also set to be 
upgraded following the 
blaze in August. 

Club secretary Jake 
Hanson said they were 
pleased work would be start¬ 
ing so soon - with the aim of 
getting the pavilion re¬ 
opened this year. 

“The inside of the build¬ 
ing will be totally stripped 
and new plasterwork and 
flooring being put in place,” 
he said. 

Three charged 
after attack

charged over an alleged 
attack near The Arena 
Nightclub, Stourbridge in 
June. 

Benjamin Payne, aged 19, 
of Chapel Street, Brierley 
Hill, and water board 
worker Mark Flavell, 44, of 
Manor Road, Wordsley, face 
grievous bodily harm 
charge. Technician Ryan 
Claridge, 20, of Barnett 
Lane, Kingswinford, was 
also charged with assault 
and possessing an offensive 
weapon. They will appear 
before Dudley Magistrates’ 
on October 18.

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HS2 'will affect other train services' 


HIGH-SPEED rail will lead to slow¬ 
er journeys and fewer trains for pas¬ 
sengers from Sandwell and Dudley 
rail station, a report has warned. 

The £50 billion HS2 would have a 
serious impact on services connect¬ 
ing the station in Oldbury, used by 
people in Dudley, with London, the 
research shows. 

HS2 will take away existing fast 
trains which provide direct connec¬ 
tions to London Euston because 


long distance services will be trans¬ 
ferred to the HS2 line. 

The Taxpayer’s Alliance (TPA) is 
calling for the project to be scrapped 
because of the spiralling costs and 
the detrimental effect it believes 
there will be on West Midlands 
travel. 

It said Centro, the West Midlands 
passenger transport authority, is 
arguing for numerous additional 
services to maximise the benefits of 


HS2. The TPA said: “These services 
would require significant subsidy.” 
It claimed that journey time from 
Wolverhampton and Sandwell and 
Dudley stations would be longer as a 
result of more stops. 

Chief executive of the TPA 
Matthew Sinclair said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment’s own plans show how 
many towns and cities would be left 
with a worse service.” 

A Department of Transport 


spokesman said the report was 
‘blatant scaremongering’. And a 
survey by the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce Group said 
71 per cent of its members believe 
high speed rail will have a postive 
impact in the West Midlands. 

Official documents show HS2 will 
provide 26 more services a day 
between Wolverhampton and 
London Euston, but slower than the 
existing Virgin Pendolinos. 


Boyfriend stabbed his 

partner in her stomach 


A MAN who stabbed his girlfriend in the 
stomach with a knife has escaped an imme¬ 
diate jail sentence after a judge heard he had 
been forgiven by his partner, who wants a 
future with him. 


Emma Horton suffered serious injuries when she 
was stabbed by 22-year-old boyfriend Nathan Glover. 
The knife went four-and-a-half inches into her bowel 
and she required significant medical attention to 


At a hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last 
week, Glover admitted stab¬ 
bing her outside a friend’s 
house in Sedgley. As a basis 
for a guilty plea for unlawful 
wounding, he claimed the 
stabbing was unintentional. 

He said the incident hap¬ 
pened while he turned to 
speak to her. He had the 
knife in his hand to open the 
front gate as they were 
leaving the house in Rowan 
Close, Sedgley, on June 15. 

She cried throughout the 
hearing before celebrating 
when Recorder Jonathan 
Edwards spared Glover an 
immediate prison sentence.

The judge told him he 
could not have complained if 
he had been jailed but 
added: “You have displayed 
remorse, you pleaded guilty 
at the earliest opportunity 
and most potently of all, the 
lady not only forgave you, 
but wants a life with you.” 

Glover, of Berrybush 
Gardens, Sedgley, admitted 
unlawful wounding after 
pleading not guilty to 
wounding with intent. 

Mr Stephen Cadwallader, 
defending, said: “This was 
an isolated incident without 
any intention whatsoever. ” 


Man denies graffiti charge 



A MAN has appeared in 
court accused of criminal 
damage in his home town of 
Halesowen, and breaching 
an Asbo. 

Creagan Piesley, aged 20, 
is alleged to have sprayed 
graffiti over door shutters at 
an architectural ironmon¬ 
gers shop in Halesowen, 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

Piesley, of Hedgefield 
Grove, Coley Gate, is also 
accused of breaching an 
anti-social behaviour order 
which banned him from 
holding spray paint in 
public. 

The two-year Asbo was 
imposed on him after he was 
convicted of shoplifting and 
criminal damage in Novem¬ 
ber 2011. 

At the hearing on 
Tuesday, Piesley denied 
both charges and the case 
was adjourned. 

Imposed 

Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said police saw four 
people spraying graffiti on 
the shutters to the shop 
called Inspired in Long Lane 
on August 31 at 9.55pm. 

Piesley’s Asbo expires on 
November 16. But magis¬ 
trates imposed conditions to 
his bail which mean he will 
not be able to carry any 
spray on marker pens in 
public until he reappears 
before them. 

His trial will be at Dudley 
Magistrates’ Court on 
December 9. 

Piesley’s court appear¬ 
ance comes a week after 
dozens of homes, businesses 
and cars in the Howley 
Grange estate of Halesowen 
were targeted with graffiti. 

Piesley has not charged in 
connection with that graf¬ 
fiti.

Conman jailed over fake bike ride for charity 


A PROLIFIC conman who convinced people to 
sign sponsorship forms for a fake charity bike 
ride for Cancer Research has been jailed for 16 
months. 

David Armson had 81 convictions for fraud and 
deception going back to 2004, before he appeared 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Mr Paul Reid, prosecuting, said the 24-year-old 
was spotted by an off-duty police officer on Bridg¬ 
north Road, Stourbridge, on April 29, visiting 
shops asking for sponsorship. The court heard 
the officer ‘was aware of his past’. 

On this occasion, Armson, of Greenwood 
Avenue, Rowley Regis, was ‘adamant’ his name 
was Adam David Timmins and even produced a 
photo card driving licence. 

He told the officer he was collecting for a 


Cancer Research bike ride he was going to do. 
Police however sent a fingerprint scanner out to 
the location. Mr Reid said inquiries revealed six 
businesses had donated around £15 before 
Armson’s arrest and he was found with £42 cash. 

Mr Reid said: “He initially said he had not col¬ 
lected any money that day but said he would be 
coming back to collect. The sponsorship forms 
also contained fictitious details which the Crown 
says was to encourage more donations. 

“People had donated money in good faith 
believing they were giving money to Cancer 
Research.” 

The court was told Armson gave no comment 
in police interview. Mr Reid also said the defen¬ 
dant was subject to a suspended 16-week prison 
sentence for a similar ruse, imposed in October 


last year, when he tried his latest scam. The court 
was told that Armson pleaded guilty at Dudley 
Magistrates Court on July 29 of six counts of 
making a false representation to make a gain for 
himself, another charge of possessing or control¬ 
ling an identity document with intent, and pos¬ 
sessing an article for use in a fraud. 

Mr Ecky Tiwana, defending, claimed there had 
been a ‘sea change’ in his client’s attitude after he 
had been a chronic drug addict, starting smoking 
cannabis aged 12, and later moving onto heroin. 

But Judge Walsh decided he did not deserve 
another chance from the courts, and activated 
the previous 16-week suspended sentence, as well 
as adding a further 12-month sentence for the 
latest fraud. Armson was also ordered to pay a 
£100 statutory surcharge.

He said: “This service is doing 
important work to tackle long-term 
unemployment, which is an issue we 


need to reduce. I think it’s essential 
that something like this exists in the 
community. ” 

The Cradley Heath base has been 
offering the Employment Plus service 
since July 2010 and works with local 
businesses, training providers, and 
employment agencies to help get 
people back into work. Captain Eliza¬ 
beth Hancock, from the base in Mered¬ 
ith Street, said: “We felt this was a way 
our church could help those in our own 
community in a practical way.”

He will join a list of names 
which include mountain 
climber and peace cam¬ 
paigner MBE Bert Bissell. 

The Royal Mercian and 
Lancastrian Yeomanry, The

37th Signal Regiment have 
also received the freedom of 
the borough. 

To mark the honour, each 
body and person’s name is 
added to the historic roll of 
honour at the town Council 
House. Lenny is the first 
individual to get the honour 
in 13 years.

School pupil, who often uses 
the town in stage stories on 
his childhood, said: “I am 
deeply humbled and hon¬ 
oured to be receiving the 
freedom of the borough of 
Dudley.

Crash tragedy driver 
admits causing death 


Star Tuffers bowls them over 


CRICKET star Phil Tufnell 
turned on the charm as he 
regaled them with tales from 
the Ashes and gossip from 
the dressing room to delight 
audiences at a charity bash. 

The ex-England spin 
bowler, now a TV star, has 
become known as much for 
his off the field antics as his 
skills with a cricket ball. 

There was much material 
to delve into as he took to the 
stage as after-dinner speak¬ 
er at an event in Brierley 
Hill last week. Tufnell was 
guest at a fundraiser for the 
Midlands Air Ambulance 
and spinal injuries charity 
Trust PA at the Copthorne 
Hotel at The Waterfront. 

“I’ve spoken to quite a few 
cricket fans here tonight 
excited about the Ashes this 
winter,” he said. “I don’t 
think it is going to be quite 
as straightforward as this 
summer. ” 

Air ambulance regional 
fundraising manager Sophia 
Voutianitis said: “It is won¬ 
derful to have Phil here and 
we have to thank Jilly Edge, 
from Events with the Edge, 
who organised the evening. 

“We have to raise £6 
million a year to keep the 
aircraft in the sky so we need 
all the support we can get.”

A MAN from Stourbridge has admitted 
causing the death of his girlfriend in a road 
crash. Thomas Whitehouse was driving a 
Vauxhall Astra when he hit a tree on the A449 
in Cookley in December last year. 

His 26-year-old girlfriend Samantha Jennings, who 
was sat in the front passenger seat, died in the crash. 

At an inquest into the ■ |jy Alex ROSS 
mother’s death earlier this M__l_ 


year, Mr Whitehouse said he 
could not remember the 
crash or the evening. 

But appearing at Worces¬ 
ter Crown Court, White- 
house, aged 23, of Burns 
Close, pleaded guilty to 
causing her death by care¬ 
less driving. He also admit¬ 
ted to possessing cannabis. 

A test following the fatal 
crash found no alcohol in 
Whitehouse’s blood, but 
cannabis was detected, 
although it was unknown 
how much was taken. 

Reasonable 

The pair had driven back 
from Birmingham and had 
picked up two people, incl¬ 
uding friend Leander Mock, 
who was sat in the back seat 
when the vehicle crashed. 

At the inquest at Worces¬ 
tershire Coroners Court in 
April, Mr Mock said: “I only 
saw Tom (Whitehouse) have 
one drink all evening and we 
were going at a reasonable 
speed not going above the 
limit.” He said he had felt ! a 
bump’ before the car started 
to skid and it felt like the 


rear tyres had left the road. 

The inquest also heard 
that none of the car passen¬ 
gers were wearing seatbelts 
at the time of the crash. 

Miss Jennings, who is 
from Aldridge Close in 
Wordsley, died at the crash 
scene near the Island Pool 
pub, on December 8. She had 
two boys aged eight and nine 
and worked as a care assis¬ 
tant, looking after adults 
with disabilities. 

She was a former pupil of 
the Glynne Primary School 
and Summerhill School in 
Kings winford. 

In a tribute following her 
death, her family said: “Sam 
was a caring person, an ang¬ 
el. Sam was vivacious, a par¬ 
ty girl, who lived life to the 
full. She had the world at her 
feet, and was so happy.” 

Days following her death, 
her family suffered a second 
blow when thieves ran¬ 
sacked the home of her 83- 
year-old grandmother in 
Kingswinford. Whitehouse 
will be sentenced at Worc¬ 
ester Crown Court on 
November 29. 


Graffiti art 
skills wall 
unlikely to 
be rebuilt 

A GRAFFITI wall knocked 
down by vandals at a park is 
unlikely to be rebuilt amid 
fears it would be targeted 
again. 

The wall was built as a 
place for graffiti artists to 
practice their skills as part of 
improvements to King 
George V Park, in Wordsley. 

But just hours after being 
put up by students from 
Dudley College, the wall was 
torn down by yobs. 

Members of the Friends of 
Wordsley Park had worked 
hard to provide the wall for 
youngsters using the park. 

Following the destruction 
during the early hours of 
Friday September 20, they 
said other options were now 
being considered for the 
scheme. 

And while a final decision 
has yet to be made members 
said it was unlikely they 
would rebuild the wall. 

Another option being con¬ 
sidered is fitting a metal 
sheet to fencing around an 
existing multi-use games 
area at the park which 
youngsters could graffiti. 

Ward councillor Derrick 
Hemingsley said it was a 
‘shame’ the original plan 
was now likely to be aban¬ 
doned. 

“A lot of people wanted 
this wall to be built and had 
been involved in securing 
the materials and construct¬ 
ing it,” he said. “The wall 
has been attacked once and 
is likely to be so again if we 
carry on.”

Nothing left for appeal on 
Luke's conviction - family

THEY remortgaged their home 
twice, have taken out a bank loan 
and are paying off up to four 
credit cards - but the family of a 
man convicted of killing his girl¬ 
friend are yet to raise a penny 
towards an appeal hearing to 
clear his name. 

Luke Walker was convicted of causing the 
death of his girlfriend Chelsea Hyndman 
while on holiday in Crete by a Greek court 
following a two-day trial earlier this year. 

The 24-year-old has always protested his 
innocence and his family has backed him in 
his battle, which has proved costly in legal 
bills. 

After his conviction Luke’s grandmother 
gave her life savings towards a £8,522 bail 
surety to bring him home after he appealed, 
which resulted in an eight-year prison sen¬ 
tence being suspended. 

Credit 

OBut today, the family from Brierley Hill 
are yet to begin saving for the appeal 
hearing next year - instead they are still 
paying off debts accumulated from the 
initial trial. A £17,000 solicitor’s bill is yet to 
be paid from the trial and they are still 
paying off thousands of pounds in credit 
cards and loans. 

Luke’s older brother Ryan, aged 31, said: 
“We are in a nightmare - it’s almost like we 
are beyond help right now. 

“We want to save but we are so stretched 
at the moment by paying off the last trial 
and solicitors bills that we can’t yet start 
putting money toward the next hearing yet. 

“We’re paying off three to four credit 
cards, a couple of mortgages and a loan - I 
think it is about £50,000 worth in total. 

“We think the next trial is going to cost 


another £20,000 to £30,000 as we have to fly 
everyone out there, the witness and medical 
people - we have to pay for the whole lot. 

“But we have to do it, we have to clear 
Luke’s name. We have thought about what 
if we can’t, of course, but we must believe. 
We’re praying we win the lottery, or any¬ 
thing.” 

Ryan has moved out of his parents house 
in Gayfield Avenue, Withymoor, ahead of his 
parents Patrick and Lindy selling the family 
home to rent another property in the area. 

He said: “We wanted the best possible 
defence, but it has cost us and now we are 
paying for it, plus we have to start all over 


again now. We’ve ended up losing every¬ 
thing, it’s been a really difficult few years for 
everyone connected.” 

Ryan works alongside his father Patrick, 
runs Walker’s Electrics in Brierley Hill. 

“We hope the equity from the house will 
pay off the debts and leave us a bit of money 
for going back over there,” said Patrick. 

“We have to find somewhere to rent, it is 
sad, because everything we have done for 
our lives has gone. But at the end of the day 
it’s our son and we will do everything for 
him to prove his innocence.” 

The jury at the Mixed Criminal Court of 
Heraklion heard how Chelsea, from Castle- 


ford in West Yorkshire, had died after she 
was taken to hospital with abdominal pains. 
Chelsea, who lived with Luke on the island, 
was pronounced dead on May 17 2010 from 
acute peritonitis, having suffered deterio¬ 
rating health for a fewdays. 

Greek prosecutors claimed she was 
beaten by Luke - but Luke said the injuries 
came from when she fell on a cobbled street 
during a night out 10 days before she died. 

Luke was initially charged with murder¬ 
ing Chelsea, but this was downgraded to a 
lesser charge of grievous bodily harm 
leading to death. The appeal is expected to 
take place at the end of May next year.

Former PoW tells of 
horrific jungle ordeal 


LOUISE JEW speaks to a true 
survivor, Ken Hill, who spent 
three-and-a-half years in captiv¬ 
ity at the hands of the Japanese 
during the Second World War 

TO THE Japanese, Ken Hill was 
just a number - 7601985 - forced 
to slave day after day on the 
infamous Burma railway, kept 
barely alive by stomach-churn¬ 
ing rations of rice, with beetles 
and maggots as the only 
protein. 

Amazingly, while thousands of his 
comrades fell victim to die from 
exhaustion or cholera, Netherton- 
born Ken is a true survivor who has 
made old bones, despite three-and-a- 
half years in captivity that reduced 
him to a near-skeleton. 

He’s now 92, with very poor sight, 
having also fought through three serious 
operations for ulcers and stomach cancer - 
possibly caused by his appalling abuse 
under the brutal Japanese thumb. 

More than 70 years after he was cap¬ 
tured, he still carries around his PoW 
number tag, light as a feather, in his back 
pocket. 

It is not that he has dwelled upon his 
harrowing ordeal during the Second 
World War - he’s had a 66-year-long mar¬ 
riage to wife, Brenda, raised two sons, lov¬ 
ingly tended his canalside garden in High 
Street, Swindon, near Dudley, and enjoyed 
a long career as an electrician. 

It is only over the last few years that the 
great grandfather has opened up to family 
and friends about his horrific experiences 
and, following this month’s 68th anniver¬ 
sary of Victory over Japan (VJ) Day, he has 
spoken more freely. 

He’s never asked for any help. 

Some years ago he was turned down for 
a war pension but he is now getting 
support from Blind Veterans UK, which 
he joined last October and which has 
arranged an alarm button for him to carry

around his neck, a speaking alarm clock 
and breaks for him and Brenda at 
seaside hotels around England and 
Wales. 

Ken joined the Territorial Army 
Field Workshop in June 1939, aged just 
18, and at the end of 1941 he and his 
unit sailed to Singapore, where they set 
up a workshop to maintain guns. 

In February 1942 the forces in Singa¬ 
pore surrendered to the Japanese after 
a siege, as soldiers scavenged in the 
streets in search of food and water. 

They didn’t given in with a 
whimper - and Ken recalls how, when 
General Arthur Percival surrendered, 
he and his colleagues took up their 
instructions to smash the machines in 
the workshop, scupper a large crane, 


drive lorries into a canal and burn their 
rifles to stop the Japanese getting their 
hands on them. 

The corporal mechanic was impris¬ 
oned in the notorious Changi jail, near 
Singapore, where he briefly caught 
sight of his older brother, Staff Sgt 
Geoff Hill, who was also a PoW and sur¬ 
vived his own hell in a prison camp in 
Borneo. 

Ken said: “The Japanese showed us a 
shelf with five severed heads on it. They 
told us that it is what happens to 
looters.” 

Then followed a 250-mile march for 
Ken and his comrades through the 
jungle to the Burma border, where they 
started their slog to build the railway. 

Ken faced many dangers in captiv¬ 


ity - cholera, the threat of torture if he did 
not behave and even the fear of execu¬ 
tion. 

He said: “The brutality of the Japanese 
guards is well known and they would use 
the dreaded ‘speedo’ - a bamboo stick 
that they would hit people with as they 
yelled ‘speedo, speedo,’ to make them 
work faster. 

“There were 7,000 of us to start with - 
but in the first six months 4,000 died and 
I don’t think any more than 1,000 sur¬ 
vived the war. I was lucky as I was young 
and fit. I remained healthy and that gen¬ 
erally kept me safe.” 

It was the news of the atomic bomb 
attacks on Nagasaki and Hiroshima in 
August 1945 that brought about the end 
of the war in the Far East and secured the 
release of Ken and his comrades. 

“That bomb saved our lives,” he said. 

Ken added: “At last it was time to 
return home and we boarded a boat for 
Southampton. 

“Our first meal on board was rice. 
There was almost a riot but the captain 
explained that doctors said as we’d eaten 
rice for three-and-a-half years our stom¬ 
achs wouldn’t initially be able to take rich 
foods. They gradually built us up to eat 
properly - and I haven’t been able to eat 
rice since.” 

It was only after he returned he 
realised the untold anguish his parents, 
Ernie and Elsie had been through. They 
had barely received notice that Ken and 
his brother Geoff were prisoners of the 
Japanese. 

Now Ken marks VJ Day, as he has done 
every year, by thinking of everyone he 
knew during that awful time. 

“I keep the steel plate with my name, 
rank and number in my back pocket to 
remind me. I do it for everyone I knew 
and for the thousands of men and women 
who lost their lives,” he said. 

Blind Veterans UK launched a ‘No One 
Alone’ campaign in October 2012 and 
wants vision-impaired veterans and their 
families to know that, if they have served

BMX girl's agony after 
motorbike hit and run 

A SCHOOLGIRI has spoken of her 
agony after she was knocked off a 
BMX by a motorcyclist who rode 
away from the scene in Netherton. 

Courtney Taylor, aged 14, was riding her 
friend’s bike close to her home when she said 
she was clipped by a motorbike. 

The Thorns Community College pupil was 
left dazed and in pain at the side of the road 
with a broken bone in her knee. 

She faces a long period of rehabilitation 
with her leg in plaster and her family has 
called for the motorcyclist to come forward 
and speak to police. 

The accident happened at around 8.15pm 
last Tuesday in Cradley Road. 

Courtney had reached the junction of 
Primrose Road just 500 yards from her house 
in Old Level Way when she went to cross onto 
the opposite pavement. 

Lucky 

But she claimed the motorcyclist who was 
riding behind her struck her right leg, 
sending her careering off and skidding onto 
the road. 

The teenager, who has just started her 
GCSEs, said she was lucky and just managed 
to pull herself onto the pavement despite the 
pain. 

The motorcyclist briefly stopped as three 
passers-by went to her aid but she said he 
complained about injuring his hand before 
riding off without leaving any details or 
asking how he was. He was wearing a black 
coat and jeans but kept his helmet on. 

“I was in shock really as I couldn’t believe 
it and I’m sure he didn’t have his light on as 
I looked and couldn’t see him,” Courtney 
said. “I was in so much pain. I needed 
painkillers every three hours in hospital.” 

Her mother Shirley Taylor, 36, said: “We 
don’t know how someone could just leave her 
like that and not even check that she was 
OK.” 

West Midlands Police confirmed officers 
are investigating and are appealing for wit¬

THE RECENT article about the 
early life in Dudley of Duncan 
Edwards has prompted Des 
Stokes to write in - as he knew 
the father of the acclaimed foot¬ 
baller ‘who like myself used the 
Dudley Labour Club in Stafford 
Street’. 

Des himself was born and raised 
in Dudley and shares with us his 
memories of his schooldays. 

He points out that: “It is usually only in 
later years that our schooldays are looked 
back upon as the ‘best years of our lives’. We 
rarely recall those days at school when we 
fervently wished we hadn’t got to attend, 
and our thoughts were only on the next 
school holiday. 

“Apart from a short time at Kates Hill 
Infants, (which in those days was known 
locally as ‘the Board School’), my school¬ 
days were spent at the Baylies Charity 
School. 

“It was many years before I discovered 
that ‘Board School’ did not imply that Kates 
Hill formerly took in boarders or had been 
constructed of timber, but was instituted by 
a body named the Board of Education prior 
to being under the jurisdiction of the Local 
Education Authority. 

“It was this later authority which decreed 
the family had to be rehoused from ‘The 
Huts’. These were properly named munici¬ 
pal dwellings and originally were built for 
workers at the National Munitions Works 
during the 1914-18 War. We moved to the 
Watson’s Green area, and it was not possible 
for my further education to follow the same 
path as my brothers (I was the youngest of 
five). ‘You must understand, Madam, that 
you no longer dwell in the catchment area of 


Memories of school 
days followed article

Baylies Charity School’ was the view of the 
LEA. 

“This view was not shared by my mother 
who offered the ultimatum ‘If you can find 
me a school with better teachers and a 
better headmaster than Mr Perry, then me 
youngest might go there, otherwise he goes 
where ’is brothers ’ave gone’. 

“Very few people won an argument with 
my mother (a sentiment with which I’m 
sure my late father would have agreed) so 
circa spring 1931 I was having my first 
lesson in the front playground of the school 
in Tower Street. 

Numerals 

“The first lesson always took place in the 
playground. ‘Learn about the school’ said 
Mr Perry. ‘Look at those two stone statues 
of boys who came here before you and look 
at that row of letters reading MDCCXXII. 
Yes! They are called Roman numerals and 
they show that this school has been here 
since the year 1732. 

“Now, about those two boys, they are 


wearing the school uniform of those days, 
when the school became known as the 
Round Cap and Long Coat School, notice 
that one boy is wearing his cap, the other 
has his cap in his hand. 

“Just over there is the Church of St 
Edmund’s, with its striking clock. Now! 
Every time those boys hear that clock strike 
midnight they change the positions of their 
caps - one puts it on, the other takes his off. 

“Having carefully checked the positions 
of the caps before entering school during the 
next few days, I suggested to my elder 
brother, who was in a higher class, that even 
a headmaster could be guilty of telling fibs. 
‘Of course he isn’t’ was the reply. ‘The only 
reason they haven’t changed their caps is 
that they haven’t heard the clock strike ever 
since they’ve been stuck up there’. 

“As was the case of all newcomers, I was 
duly assigned to Miss Davies’s class. How 
Miss Davies came to be connected to this 
otherwise all-male establishment was never 
made clear. 

“Some of the boys said it was because she 
was even older than the school, but she con¬ 
tinued to be 25 per cent of the teaching staff 
until she eventually retired in the mid-30s. 


“A male teacher with the appropriate 
name of Mr Newcombe was appointed to 
restore the staff to its full establishment of 
four teachers, Mr Lee and Mr Harvey (who 
was generally recognised, if perhaps not offi¬ 
cially appointed, as deputy head) being the 
other long-serving incumbents. 

“No-one who dared to compile a staffing 
list of the school would be brave enough to 
omit the name of the formidable Mr 
Hampton, the school caretaker who lived in 
one of the small terraced houses in Tower 
Street. 

“His responsibilities appeared to com¬ 
prise mainly of maintaining the strict disci¬ 
pline required from all pupils, in addition to 
dealing with the many problems associated 
with the ancient coke-fired boiler. 

“I left school aged 14 in 1937 when it was 
still very much the same as when I first 
joined it. Mr Perry was still headmaster 
(although headteacher would be a more 
accurate description, as headmasters were 
then expected to actually do some teaching). 

“I believe he served his first few years as 
the headmaster of Wolverhampton Street 
School, but found some time in the early war 
years to run a Baylies’ Old Boys Club.”

Revamp for 
towns given 
backing by 
councillors

MAJOR regeneration plans aimed at boosting 
two towns by creating more homes and high¬ 
lighting historic features have been endorsed 
by councillors. 

It is hoped to lay the foundations to transform 
Halesowen and Stourbridge over the next 20 years by 
creating a host of development opportunities. 

Priorities include creating 
new homes in disused shops 
or office units in both town 
centres in a bid to bring foot¬ 
fall. They hope the plan will 
lead to more people living 
and working in the centres 
themselves rather than 
having empty buildings. 

But campaigners have 
called for older landmark 
buildings around Hal¬ 
esowen to be protected from 
developments to ensure the 
town retains important 
parts of its history. 

A community group 
recently draw up a list of 
buildings it wants to see pro¬ 
tected. 

They claim landmarks 
like the former Halesowen 
Council buildings in the 


town centre, Lutley Mill and 
the home of Somers Sports 
and Social Club, based at the 
Grade II Listed site known 
as The Grange, should be 
safeguarded. 

It comes after the future 
of the Halesowen Abbey 
ruins, in the grounds of 
Manor Abbey Farm off the 
A456 Manor Way, appeared 
settled as a deal to sell the 
site was expected to be com¬ 
pleted shortly. 

Other features around the 
town, such as the River 
Stour, should be explored to 
see if they can be made more 
of a feature to attract people 
to come and live in Hale¬ 
sowen, the report said.

ILLEGAL workers were taken on 
by a firm which then lied about 
their nationality and supplied 
them to a vegetable farm in The 
Cotswolds. 

Foxwell Ltd, based in Lye, illegally 
employed Romanian workers and supplied 
them to the farm, passing them off as Hun¬ 
garian to avoid legal questions. 

The firm has now been banned from 
supplying workers to a number of indus¬ 
tries - including agriculture, horticulture 
and shellfish - after an investigation 
revealed ‘persistent and systematic’ 
breaches of its licence. The firm, in High 
Street, has now been stripped of its gang- 
masters licence following an investigation 
by the Gangmasters Licensing Authority. 

The agency, which serves agricultural 
workers and food pickers, was set up in the 
wake of the Morecambe Bay tragedy in 
2004, when 21 cockle pickers were drow¬ 
ned by an incoming tide. 

Investigation 

An investigation revealed Foxwell Ltd 
was found to have breached at least 11 dif¬ 
ferent licensing standards in supplying 
workers to a vegetable farm in Chipping 
Camden, Gloucestershire. It also showed 
there were inadequate records of hours 
worked for calculating worker wages and 
not allowing a worker paid leave to attend 
ante-natal appointments. 

There was also no record of complaints 
or any formal procedure in place to handle 
them, while there was a failure to provide 
adequate toilet and first-aid facilities for 
field workers. An inspection report con¬ 
cluded Foxwell Ltd’s non-compliance with 
licensing standards was ‘persistent and 
systematic’. 

Notification the licence was to be 
revoked was sent in March. The firm ini¬ 
tially lodged an appeal against the decision 
but this has now been withdrawn.

Lecture to look at 
village’s golden age

Addict, 28, 

took bikes 
to pay for 
his heroin 


A ‘COWARDLY’ drug addict who stole bikes 
from two young boys to feed his heroin habit 
has been locked up for 22 months. 

Scott Harris struck twice in less than two weeks 


targeting children aged 11 
Crown Court was told. 

Then the 28-year-old 
sold the machines for a pit¬ 
tance which was then 
squandered on drugs, said 
Mr Neil Ahuja, prosecut¬ 
ing. 

Harris wrestled a £300 
cycle from the horrified 
11-year-old after starting 
to talk to the innocent 
victim who was playing at 
a BMX jump park in the 
Black Horse recreation 
ground off Cradley Road, 
Netherton, on August 10, 
the court heard. 

Offence 

Mr Ahuja continued: 
“The defendant was 
speaking to the young boy 
and then forcibly snatched 
the bike from the grasp of 
the child and quickly 
drove away.” 

The bike was sold for 
£20 and has never been 
recovered. 

Harris, who was on bail 
following his arrest for a 
similar offence committed 
less than two weeks 
earlier, was detained again 
three days later. 

He had taken the bike of 
a 15-year-old boy that he 
spotted left unlocked 
outside an address in Moor 
Street, Brierley Hill, on 


and 15, Wolverhampton

July 31. Harris was later 
spotted on the missing 
machine and followed to 
another property in the 
same street where his girl¬ 
friend lived, added the 
prosecutor. 

Police were called but 
the bike had been sold for 
£10 by the defendant 
before officers could get to 
the scene but he took them 
to the house of the man 
who had bought it and the 
stolen cycle was recovered, 
the court heard. 

Mr Simon Hanns, 
defending, conceded: 
“Regardless of his addic¬ 
tion to drugs, this was a 
cowardly offence.” 

Harris from Ladywood 
Close, Quarry Bank, who 
had previous convictions 
for burglary and cycle 
theft, admitted robbery 
and theft. 

He was jailed by 
Recorder Martin Butter- 
worth who told him: “You 
targeted young children 
thinking that stealing 
from them was a simple 
and easy way to feed your 
drug habit. 

“You seemed to believe 
you could do this with 
impunity.”

Things to 
consider . 
when you - ’ 
choose 
a nursery 

Children love to learn through play 


PARENTS know how stressful 
caring for a child at home can be - 
even their own child - so, rather 
than worry about how a nanny 
might cope with a child during par¬ 
ticularly trying moments, many 
prefer to choose a nursery. 

One of the advantages is that nurs¬ 
eries offer a structured environment. All 
nurseries in England are inspected by 
Ofsted regularly for registration pur¬ 
poses, nursery staff work closely 
together (with rooms having more than 
one carer) and a manager oversees the 
running of the nursery. 

Sickness 

Another plus is that nurseries have 
clear rules for parents to follow (such 
as picking up and drop-off times), so 
you know exactly what is expected of 
you. 

Parents also have the opportunity to 
meet other parents who may be able to 
lend support and exchange favours 
such as babysitting. 

If you use registered or approved 
childcare, such as a nursery setting, 
you may be able to get help with your 


childcare costs from the childcare 
element of the Working Tax Credit. 

A nursery place can be seen as a 
stable and reliable form of childcare, 
because the nursery will still be open 
regardless of whether one carer is sick 
or late. 

When you opt for a nursery you do 
not have to take someone else’s sick¬ 
ness or holidays into account. 

At least 50 per cent of staff in a 
nursery should be trained in early child¬ 
hood education so they know what to 
expect from your child developmentally 
and are able to nurture their growing 
skills accordingly. 

A nurseiy curriculum should include 
a wide variety of activities during the 
day to teach different skills, such as 
singing, dancing and listening to 
stories. 

Many parents like the fact that their 
children spend their days engaged in 
play activities in a structured setting. Of 
course, the trained staff will be ensur¬ 
ing that the activities are age-appropri¬ 
ate to the children, helping them to 
learn as they play. 

Finally, toddlers can benefit from the 
opportunity to mix and socialise with 


other children, as it can help them to 
gain confidence. 

Things to watch out for are opening 
and closing times, try to find one with 
some flexility and sort out back-up care 
for when your child is ill or the nursery 
is closed. 

Children will obviously not get the 
one-to-one care that is taken for 
granted with a stay-at-home mum or 
nanny. 

Ratios 

Babies, in particular, need a lot of 
love and attention but older children 
are often ready to develop their social 
and creative skills. 

Good nurseries keep the number of 
children in each group lower than the 
regulations stipulate, too. You will find it 
useful to ask about staff to child ratios 
when you visit nurseries. 

Nursery nurses working together can 
offer support and encouragement to 
each other when needed, as well as 
being able to share examples of best 
practice.

I f you’re at that sort of age where 
you get teary-eyed watching Roy 
and Hayley on Coronation Street, 
or even big screen blockbusters like 
White House Down, then we’ll warn 
you now: get a big box of 
handkerchiefs as Daily Mirror’s Pride 
of Britain Awards 2013 will leave you 
roaring.

Mirage turns out to be a delightful reality 



IMAGINE you are trekking across a 
desert and you’ve drunk the last of 
your water. Desperate to slake your 
thirst there in the distance is a shim¬ 
mering lifesaver- an oasis. 

Freshwater surrounded by palm tress. 
But get closer and it turns out to be yet 
another pile of sand, a mirage. 

Imagine your car has finally given up the 
ghost and you need to replace those wheels very 
quickly. You spot a car on a forecourt called a 
Mirage and from a distance it looks delightful, 
tempting you to go closer. As you approach it 
gets better and better and it doesn’t melt away 
into nothingness. 

When you open the door and climb inside the 
Mirage is exactly the opposite to the meaning of 
the word, an optical illusion which is unobtain¬ 
able. For this car from Mitsubishi is certainly 
no illusion and is certainly attainable with a 
price tag starting at £8,999. 

Well enough of all that flowery talk and let’s 
get down to the meat of this small car, a return 
to Mitsubishi’s roots of producing quality cars 
in this sector. It’s the car that replaced the Colt 
and is stylish and well equipped. On top of that 
it produces less than 100 grams of C02 which 
means it’s zero-rated for Vehicle Excise Duty 
and if you take it to London there’s no conges¬ 
tion charge. And you won’t be taking a bank 
loan to pay for fuel as you get between 65.7 and 
68.9mpg across the range, as I discovered. Too 
often those fuel claims are optimistic for 
normal use in day-to-day driving but not so 
here. 

The Mirage is powered by a new generation 


of lightweight small petrol engines with two 
choices. A very low and frugal 1-litre on the 
Mirage 1, and the 1.2-litre, 3-cylinder engine 
that has a stop and go feature as standard, 
which I tested and thoroughly enjoyed. 

The 1-litre will give you 71ps and the 1.2- 
litre 80ps which was ample to get me about. A 
5-speed manual transmission is standard and 
there’s a CVT auto on the top specification 
vehicle. And that CVT is an excellent worker. 


The three trim levels of Mirage are designed 
to appeal to buyers on all manner of budgets 
and with all kinds of requirements. 

The entry-level 1.0-litre version of the car 
may be the base model but it’s still packed with 
a host of equipment. Included are front electric 
windows; side air dams; a tyre repair kit; 
AM/FM radio/CD with two speakers; a glove- 
box USB terminal and stability and traction 
control. Next in the range is Mirage 2 which 


comes with the 1.2 manual engine. This adds a 
host of extras, the main one of which is 
arguably Mitsubishi’s clever Auto Stop & Go 
system. There’s a seat height adjuster for the 
driver; rain-sensing wipers; privacy glass, 
autolights and bright interior door handles. 
Other features that are sure to appeal include 
air conditioning, a pollen filter, electricdoor 
mirrors and an outside temperature gauge. 

Mirage 3, available with either automatic or 


manual transmission, includes everything 
Mirage 2 has to offer plus front fog lamps, a 
leather steering wheel and gear knob and a 
keyless entry system with push-button start. 
Automatic air-conditioning with a pollen filter 
enhances the package still further, as do the 
front fog lamps. Mitsubishi took note of buyers’ 
needs on safety and that worked with it gaining 
good marks with Euro NCAP giving Mirage a 
very high 4-star rating.

He missed the cut for the 
high bars final finishing 
10th when anywhere in the 
top eight would have netted 
him a spot. But after clinch¬ 
ing his final place with a 
score of 14.933, following 
vaults of 15.233 and 14.633, 
the Olympic bronze medal¬ 
list is out to cap a difficult 
year with a medal. 

Thomas said “I’m 
delighted to make the vault 
final after having a difficult 
year with injury. I will be 
doing the same vaults and 
just hope to stick the landing 
more cleanly, then who 
knows.” 

Thomas’ team-mates, 
Max Whitlock and Dan 
Purvis also clinched final 
sports but European 
pommel champion Dan 
Keatings missed out. 

Great Scott wins 
gold once more

second win in as many days 
at the British National 
Track Championships.
